titled to if they could cajole or bluff John 
Hull, as they have eone on idl previous 
boundary ipiestiuiis. It is evident that 
this condition of things iiinst be delii- 
nieiital to trade anil coiiimercu, aiiii 
urgently reiiiiircs settlement. NVe fnr- 
tiinately hiive an authority which we be- 
lieve dchnitely settles tho point. It is 
the convention between Russia aiul fJreat 
Britain in 182,5. \A'e have, however, 
coinjiilers wlm luofess tii gi\ e the text of 
the convention, the text lieing McCnl- 
loch's commercial dictioiuiry, publislied in 
Philadelphia, in 1852. This gives the 
text of the eonvenkion signed by Nessol- 
rode and Ctmning. This indicates the 
line as atarting from tlio soiitlierii point of 
I'rince of NS'tdes luiiind, in latitude o t.-IO 
north, nnining norllierly up tlu; ciiannel 
to where it strikes the 60 dog. of north 
latitude; thence along the summit of 
nioinitrtins till it intersects 141 deg. of 
west longitiiile. (It her .atithorities add 
words not in McCulloeii's work, and give 
the line iis running northerly frmn I'rince 
of Wales l.sland up I'ortl.uid ch.aniud. 
Now, on leferenee to the map thia lino 
will be found iniportjint, as Portland chan- 
mi\ is thirty miles to the eastward of 
I'rinco of Wales Ishmd. Anothur aii- 
tliorit\' says eastward ro Portland t'lianiiel, 
thetu'e lioi-i li ii|i the ehiiniiel In 1 he ,">lil li 
dugree north latitude. liul the Portland 
ciiannel does not reach to 5li dogs, nort h 
latitude. The head of Porthuid channel 
is swampy land, and is some sixty miles 
from the coast. It would be necessary to 
run a line duo west from that jjoint, 
cro.ssing a range of mnuiitaiii.s, in order 
to reach the ninunt.iins Lli.il are within 
JO degrees nf the coast. These .aiithor- 
itios do not tliorefiiie agri'e with natural 
objects, and ni) doiiljt a geographical line 
laid down nverrnles iiiiy line siiiqdy by 
name of the Hurnmnding country. He 
urged the duty of an early settleinout, 
and said we iiuist not back down (juietly. 
If British t'i)liiml)ia had been represenle<l 
whenSauJuau was ceded to tho L'nited 
States we would not have lost that valua- 
ble island. The ownershij) of 5 million 
acres was invidved in this ipiest ii m. Om 
concluding lie was loudly ,i] iplaiidcd. 

Mr. Ladnei' moved in amendment th;it, 
at the same t imo, steps bo Uiken lo eii- 
de.iviir to s(!cure the transfer of four 
square miles of territory belonging to the 
I'liitud States, situated near the mouth of 
Fraaor river and wliich can be only reach- 
ed through Briti.sh territory. 

It having tjeeii pointed out that the 
tunendment woidd interfere with the re- 
solution the uitroducor withdrew it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said from the man- 
ner in wdiich the lion, geiitleiuaii had in- 
trod'.iced lliis iuiporlaiit, ri'Soliit ii ui it vva.s 
clear that he liail well considered this 
ipiestion and appreciated the im]iort,aiit 
interests invulved in it. The ipiestioii 
was one of the luostuiiportant to which tho 
goverumeut of British Columbia could 
turn its attention. The fact that three or 
four liundreil miles of .\nieriean (errilory 
ran along the sea coast cut t ing oil' "ur out - 
lot to the oce.-iii from tli.-il part of British 
Cohimbia was suimiliing which <lid not 
rullect much credit on Hi-itish atjiteaman- 
ship. It was inileeil the iiujst stupid 
looking thing ho had ever seen on" a iiiai). 
Jt was particiilarl}' inipurtant that this 
(piestion shoidd lie settled at this time 
when large iiumliers of Newfi lundland 
tisheniien wore knocking at mir ilnorM 
seeking to come in iind develope our se;i 
farm. 

Mr. (Iraut claimed that he had fie- 
iiuenlly called llie attcniiiui of thehoiisi; 
to thia questiiin at luevious sessions.

Mr. McLi^ese would stand ii]i for ]irii- 
viiicial rights, and wimlil nut ;uliiiil the 
right of tho Dominion to gr.-uit charters 
for railways in tho province. If this 
principle were admitted, the federal 
government could expro])riate lands for 
railway purposes in any jiart of the 
province. 

Air. ( iraut believed the terms of union, 
and the provisions of t he Brit ish-.Vmerica 
act gave us puwei- over our own lands 
aiul the right to refuse to ratify railway 
charters granted by the Dominion govern- 
ment.

(|uito lively, several tetiins being consttuit- 
ly !it work, [lassing in and fro to tho mu- 
sic of tinkling bells, cracking whips and 
the hearty "gee whoas" of the drivers. 

Tho health of all tho people in this vi- 
cinity h.is been remarkably good, thooilly 
still'ercrs, few in number, being the vic- 
tims of accidents. 

A masonic lo<lge has been duly estab- 
lished and |mt in working uruer during 
the winter, ;ind is now "ruiniing" to the 
satisfaction of the local fraternity.

,ida, to make rides and r^ulations for the

Halifax, Feb. 12. — News received liero 
from St. John's Nlld., says that many 
prominent houses thero are in tinaiieial 
difficulties and a financial crisis is inevit- 
able. The latest advicost from the north- 
ern district reitort much destitution, tlie 
supplies .if Hour and other neces.sariea of 
life furnished t)y il:.' L^oveninieut being 
totally inadonnace tn iehe\u tlie existing 
distress, and it is ftsired that bcl'<ji-e fur- 
ther reliut reaches tho outlying district-s, 
there will be terrible siill'ering from desti- 
tution and starvation. Through heavy 
expsndittire for pauper relief the colonial 
treasury is now depleted. Newfoundland 
presents a mournful spectacle and is to- 
day the most miserable of all England's 
colonial possessions. Thousands of lisli- 
ernien are casting longing eyes toward the 
codfisheries of British Columbia, and are 
awaiting reports of pioneer parties who 

. .^haye gone there. The telegram says if 
'these' reports are favonible, at least (jue 
thousand fi.Hlioriiien will emigrate in the 
spring. The Newfouiulland iiajiers, in 
discussing tho disallowance i.if the liait bill, 
point out that Canada's baitbdl and other 
Stringoat "legislation will bo useless if the 
Americans can get all the bait, et^. , they 

'"want from Newfoundland, without lot or 
hindrance. ^

Thinks Trade Will Go from San Francisco to 
British Columbia,
